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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Applicant's has canceled claims 43-78 in the paper filed 1 1/18/2003. Nonelected 
claims 37-42 and 72-92 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. Claims 1-36 are currently 
pending. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
37-42 and 72-92 drawn to a process, non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
37-42 and 72-92 been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reference 
fails to teach an absorption solution for refrigeration systems comprises at least one 
heteropoly complex anion of transition element and either aqueous ammonia. In fact, 
the reference teaches away from the use of ammonia (co!. 2, lines 16 and 17). 
Therefore it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to create the instantly claimed absorption solution for 
refrigeration systems comprises at least one heteropoly complex anion of transition 
element and either aqueous ammonia which inhibits corrosion.
